Now and then I am pinned down 
by a group of eager high school 
journalism students who have a 
few questions. 
My motto long 
has been the 
only one really 
suited to a news- 
paperman, name- 


idea, and 
if necessary, as 
it frequently will 
be, forgive me 
the one I had 


yesterday.” 


Also, I learned long ago the 
typewriter is a two-edged instru- 
ment, and so I approach it with 
humility and never with arro- 
gance or a feeling of superiority. 
It is not that I attach any super- 
natural qualities to the type- 
writer. It is merely that I learned, 
by being wounded, it has the 
power to cut both ways. So I 
respect it and approach it always 
with that understanding. 


In the course of the years many 
of my ideas have changed. I have 
always looked with pride on the 
fact that today I find it possible 
to change my mind when con- 
fronted with valid reason to do 
so. A philosopher once declared 
“‘a foolish consistency is the hob- 
goblin of little minds.”” A person 
should continue to learn as he 
goes along. If one learns then 
one changes one’s mind.

About that there can be no ar- 
gument. It should be a study 
which teaches events which re- 
veal the social, economic and po- 
litical forces which bring the 
events into being. Discovery of 
gold and diamonds brought on 
the Boer War in South Africa. 
Economic pressures by the indus- 
trial East into the territories and 
states met with efforts to extend 
slavery and enabled the fools and 
fanatics on both sides to precipi- 
tate the American Civil War. As 
late as 1860, 10 good hangings, 
about equally divided between 
South and North, would have 
halted the drive to war. These 
are two shopworn illustrations of 
the point. 


History, which in general, I. be- 
lieve, has been one of the weak- 
est points in our school system, 
from grade schools through col- 
lege, needs also to be taught with 
geography. At this very moment 
it is geography which calls the 
tune for much of our national de- 
fense plans, and it is geography 
which dictates where NATO air- 
ports and bases are being located. 
It is geography, as much.as oil, 
which makes the Middle East and 
North Africa so vital a part of 
defense. 


A man may speak out of his 
own experience. The subjects | 
have needed most are history and 
economics. That one should study 
his own language also goes with- 
out saying. But, also, one of the 
great lacks of most American 
newspaper people is a foreign lan- 
guage. 


Reading 
And then, I would urge read- 
ing. I do not know’ whether 


planned reading is superior to just 
reading. My imagination and de- 
sire to read were stimulated by a 
teacher at about the seventh- 
grade level. I was then reading 
two books per day. Any book was 
grist for my mill. The Henty 
stories, the Rover boys, Civil War 
stories, Bible stories, adven- 
ture books, wild animal and 
nature volumes—all these, and 
more, were devoured. I think 
perhaps planned reading may 
be best, but to do so causes 
one ta miss much. It may be 
best just to pitch in and read, 


putting aside any book which.. 


after getting a third of the way 
through, is still uninteresting. 


Also, I find myself regretting 
I did not study, and master, 
Greek or Latin, preferably the 
former. From my viewpoint they 
provide better mental discipline. 


Finally, there is poct.,. I rec- 
ommend reading and memorizing 
great amounts of it. It is a nec- 
essary part of the habit of read- 
ing voluminously. ; : 


And, of course, write. 


And always know that people, 
and their lives, are the most im: 
portant studies outside books.

(AP)—Terrified white women and 
children fled to sanctuary Friday 
behind U.N. bayonets in Stanley- 
ville, where rebel leaders threat- 
en to behead Belgian hostages. 


The Stanleyville supporters of 
Patrice Lumumba declared they 
would begin killing hostages un- 
less the leftist ex-premier was re- 
leased by the Congolese army. 


The U.N. Command in Leopold- 
ville said its latest reports showed 
75 whites so far had _ sought 
shelter in a building taken over 
as a refuge. Two battalions of 
U.N. Ethiopian soldiers guard the 
building. 

AIR EVACUATION STUDIED 

A mass evacuation of Euro- 
peans by air from Stanleyville 
also is under study, the U.N. Com- 
mand reported. About 1,000 
whites, 80 per cent of them Bel- 
gians, live in Stanleyville.

U.S. BACKS KASAVUBU 


Wadsworth told the Security 
Council: 


“‘We accept fully the position of 
President (Joseph) Kasavubu that 
Mr, Lumumba. was legally re- 
moved from his former office in 
accordance with the procedures 
stipulated in the basic constitu- 
ional instrument of the Republic 
of the Congo... 


“It is the evident judgment of 
these (Congolese) authorities that 
the activities of Mr. Lumumba 
constitute a threat to the security 
of the state.

HAVANA(‘AP) — Truckloads of 
Cuban soldiers and militia, some 
bringing mortars and heavy weap- 
ons, were reported moving to en-

Word of this movement, from 
Santa Clara, indicates a shift of

The Soviet Union and Red Chi- 
na failed, however, to reconcile 
their basic differences over a ma- 
jor Communist strategy in ideo- 
logical issues.

Considered for Kennedy Cabinet

PALM BEACH, Fla.—Two rela- 
tive “dark horses’? were reported 
rising swiftly Friday night in 
President-elect John F. Kenne- 
dy’s private deliberations over his 
two most important cabinet posi- 
tions. 


They were David K. Bruce for 
secretary of state and Robert, S. 
McNamara, 44-year-old newly 
chosen president of the Ford 
Motor Company either for secre- 
tary of defense or secretary of 
the treasury. 


Well-informed sources cautioned 
against flat predictions, saying 
that the Massachusetts senator 
yet had not made a final decision 
on these vital posts. 


Bruce, a career diplomat of 
long standing, is in a field of state 
department contenders which in- 
elude J. W. Fulbright of Arkansas, 
chairman of the Senate foreign 
relations committee; Georgia- 
born Dean Rusk, president of the 
Rockefeller Foundation; and Rep. 
Chester Bowles of Connecticut, 
who did not seek reelection. 


McNamara, a contemporary at 
Harvard of Senator Kennedy, has 
been mentioned publicly in cabi- 
net speculation only for the last 
48 hours but his name now’ is 


linked as a possibility for one or 


two of the most important posi- 
tions. 

For the defense post, McNamara 
was listed as a contender with 
Paul Nitze, who headed a special 
committee for Kennedy _ that 
looked into national security or- 
ganizational problems, and 
Thomas S. Gates, the Eisenhower 
| secretary of defense who re- 


'portedly might be asked to stay 


'on during an interim period while 
‘his suecessor is being trained. 
_Either of these other men might 
‘move to the top in Kennedy's 
thinking if the final decision is to 
place McNamara in the treasury. 
| Before McNamara was brought 
‘into cabinet speculation § the 
rumors had been wide-spread 
that the treasury portfolio might 
go to Douglas Dillon, a ‘Republi- 
can now serving the Eisenhower 
administration as under secretary 
of state. 


. These new trends in cabinet 
making — still .unsettled became 
known Friday night as Kennedy 
flew south with his wife, Jacque- 
lin, and their two-week-old son, 
John F. Kennedy Jr., to vacation 
at the family oceanside home in 
Palm Beach. They left Washing- 
ton, where the temperature was 
27 degrees, and arrived in balmy 
Palm Beach to find the tempera- 
ture in the mid-70's. 


Waiting at -their Palm Beach 
home was the other child, 3-year- 
old Caroline. She came to Palm 
Beach with the senator last week- 


end and remained here when he 


returned to Washington on Mon- 
day. 


Mrs. Kennedy and the children 
plan to remain here until Christ-

Alabama Gov. John Patterson’s heat- 
ed outburst Wednesday amounts to a 
dare toward any efforts of carrying out 
any federal government order on de- 
segregation of schools in his state.

Needs Little More Light 


There’s much credit due the board of 
governors of the Association of County 
Commissioners of Georgia for going on 
record in favor of a long-range mainte- 
nance plan for the state’s highways. 


If the commissioners had taken a 
forthright stand on this matter years ago, 
we would have a better road system. 
Even now their resolution is not too clear 
on just what they have in mind. It is not 
clear, for instance, whether their pro- 
posal entails the taking over of mainte- 
nance of more miles of rural roads from 
the counties. 


If that be the case, the state’s mainte- 
nance problem would become worse, not 
better. If there’s no money for mainte- 
nance now of our main highways, where 
are the funds to come from to do an even 
bigger job? 

The proposed huge bond issue for road 
maintenance would put our primary and 
some of our secondary roads in first class 
condition, the State Highway Depart- 
ment says. These primary roads carry 
about 88 per cent of the traffic and are 
the ones in most need of repair. And once 
repaired, they should be kept that way. 
But there will never be enough money for 
the state to pave and maintain every 
rural road in Georgia. 


We trust the commissioners under- 
stand this and are willing to put first 
things first. If that is the meaning of their 
resolution, Georgia’s road system can be 
vastly improved and our billion-dollar 
investment protected.

Poses a Problem 


WASHINGTON—When _ the 


decision 
reached for the group headed. by Sen. Symington 
of Missouri to submit a written report to Presi- 


was 


dent-elect Kennedy of its proposals to reorganize the ittitery es- 
tablishment, and make these public, the problem of recruiting new 


Pentagon officials was intensified. 


Immediately he was confronted 
by this question: 

Except for the posts of secre- 
tary and deputy (under) secre- 
tary of defense, how can assur- 
ance of tenure be given to his 
choices for other high administra- 
tive places? 

This question arose from the 
fact that the Symington report 
proposes the abolition of the ci- 
vilian posts of secretary of each 
of the three arms, so far as 
their title is concerned; and 
would eliminate not only the of- 
fices of under secretary and as- 
sistant secretary of each serv- 
ice, but of many assistant secre- 
taries in the Department of De- 
fense itself. 

While Sen. Kennedy has said no 
more of the report than that it is 
“interesting and _ constructive,” 
and the general expectation is 
that neither he nor Congress will 
adopt the bulk of its substantial 
features, the document is pub- 
licly before both the executive and 
Congress for consideration. And 
this has had an unsettling effect 
on those in line for important 
Pentagon service and on_ the 
armed forces as well. 

It now appears that the wiser 
procedure would have been for 
the Symington group to have 
made an oral report to the presi- 
dent-elect of the proposals it had 
in view, reserving preparation of 


a written document to an appro- 
priate time when also it reflected 
his thinking on the issues cre- 
ated by the oral presentation. 

At any rate, instead of an oral 
report, or an unpublished study 
document submitted to the presi- 
dent-elect for, say, a year’s study 


by him and Congress while the‘ 


effects of the latest Eisenhower 
reorganization plan were matur- 
ing, the Symington group recom- 
mendations went on the public 
record, as did an explanatory 
news conference by the senator. 

The inevitable results were 
propaganda from the Pentagon 
for and against the controversial 
sections of the report—armed 
service officers lining up as 
might have been expected; the 
same divisions among members 
of congressional committees deal- 
ing with the subject; and the cre- 
ation of a new problem in staffing 
the civilian posts. 

Wholly apart from the appoint- 
ment complication created by the 
written form of the Symington 
group report and its immediate 
publication is its other aspect: a 
fine public service rendered by 
an exceptionally qualified and ob- 
jective committee. The quota of 
this product that merited Sen. 
Kennedy's comment was also un- 
usually high for a study made in 
the hotly disputed territory of 
the Pentagon.

BOOK ANNOTATED 


The book was annotated and a 
preface written to it by Peter 
Tompkins, who is visiting here 
with his father, sculptor-painter 
Laurence Tompkins, and an uncle, 
Henry Tompkins, president of the 
Robinson-Humphrey Co. 


The letters seem certain to cre- 
ate something of a literary sensa- 
tion, documenting as they do the 
place in Shaw’s life of Molly 
Tompkins, who up to now has 
been scarcely mentioned in biog- 
raphies of the British lion of let- 
ters who doubled as a social critic 
and reformer. 


The Atlanta actress—who once 
played the role of Liza Doolittle 
in Shaw’s “Pygmalion” (from 
which the stage-hit “My Fair 
Lady”’ was taken)—now emerges 
as a formidable challenger to the 
places in Shaw’s life held by the 
English actress, Ellen Terry and 
Mrs. Patrick Campbell. 


WAS THERE ROMANCE? 


Like published accounts of 
Shaw’s relationships with those 
two ladies, however, the letters to 
Molly Tompkins do not completely 
answer this question: Was there 
a romance? 


“Who knows and who cares?” 
answered Peter Tompkins, adding 
that ‘“‘literally thousands of let- 
ters that my mother wrote to 
Shaw are lost and can’t be found 
anywhere.” 


“In terms of affection there 
was, indeed, a close relationship, 
but that also included my father,” 
he said. 


‘MAKE YOUNG FRIENDS’ 


Now and then in the letters 
there appears cancern on Shaw's 
part for the disparity in the ages 
of himself and the Atlanta ac- 
tress. Therefore, he wrote, ‘love 
me as long as you can, but make 
young friends.” 


In 1931, at the age .of 75, Shaw 
wrote her to ‘remember’ that, 
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whatever age we may be in fairy- 
land, in prosaic society we are 
an old man and a young thing, 
and that to exhibit ourselves in 
any other relation would be ridic- 
ulous and most unbecoming.” 


And in 1942, referring to a 
photograph taken of him in 1924, 
Shaw wrote that “it is a picture 
of a man of 68, still presentable.” 
‘WOULD SHOCK YOU’ 

“He is now in his 84th year, 
a ghastly old spectre who has 
outstayed his welcome, and would 
shock you and horrify Peter 
(Tompkins) if he were inconsid- 
erate enough to let you see him,” 
Shaw's letter continued, “I can 
still read and even write quite 
a bit; so correspondence is pos- 
sible, but not bodily vision or 
contact. The man you knew is 
dead.”’ 


Molly herself died earlier this 
year after a long illness here. 


Molly went to England with 
her husband in 1921, fresh from 
a walk-on part in a N.Y. stage 
production here, with a Georgia 
accent, and an ambition for a 
stage career in England. 


Shaw took her to task for her 
speech and sent her to the Royal 
Academy; instructed her in the 
etiquette of addressing a letter 
and dressing properly. 


BECAME PAINTER 


Molly became a painter, and 
again, as Tompkins said, “GBS 
got into the act, and told her 
how to do it; how to go about 
fresco work—how to mix in the 
eggs.” | 

Young Mr. and Mrs. Tompkins 
went to London, primarily to see 
Shaw, the son related. ‘They 
thought he was a prophet crying 
in the wilderness, and wanted to 
build a special theater for his 
plays. 


Molly, whose real name was 
Mary—‘‘Molly” appeared a better 
stage name to Shavian ears— 
remained abroad until. 1941.’ She

There was another death in the family of college 
football Friday when Marquette booted the sport off 


the campus despite loud cries of protest from the stu-

The Very Rev. Edward J. O'Donnell, president of Marquette, 
bluntly stated that football was being abolished because it was no 


longer a money maker. Marquette lost six games and $50,000 this 
year,

If Marquette was sponsoring a 
team for no other reason than money, 
then the officials should close the shop. 
Perhaps college football is too com- 
mercial, but Rev. O'Donnell should 
have read a story in the Dec. 5 issue 
of Sports Illustrated before kicking 
into the coffin corner. 


Johns Hopkins University fielded 
a simon-pure .team last fall which 
posted a 7-1 record, but no one cheered. 
Crowds of 300 -were common. The 
players played the game merely be- 
cause they like football. And even 
Dean G. Wilson Shaffer, who outlined 
a dream plan of non-subsidized foot- 
ball in 1935, admits that he no longer 
has the answer. 


“Frankly, I'm at the end of my 
rope,’’ Dean Shaffer told an SI author.

“I just can't see what we can do to stir up the student body or to 
provide football men with incentive.” 


—A Team To Match the Academic Program 
Student Council head David Adams was more emphatic. 


“I think we definitely should, do something for football here,” 
he said. “I don’t see anything wrong with football scholarships 
if they’re only given to academically qualified players. Why bother 
to go to a Hopkins game when you've got the University of Mary- 
land, the Navy and the Baltimore Colts games.” 


It appears that institutions around the nation are at long last 
agreeing that the Southeastern Conference has the answer. 


As Rev. O'Donnel] noted Friday, football must shoulder the 
financial load of a sports program to survive. Because football 
did not prosper at Marquette, track is also being wiped off the 
athletic board. 


A wholesome athletic program is.something a college owes 
students. You'll never see a student body more solidly united 
than on a Saturday afternoon at the foothall stadium. You don’t 
attend college primarily to watch sports events. On the other 
hand, even in a bomb-happy era, you don’t expect youngsters 
to study physics around the clock. 


Johns Hopkins ranks at the top of the academic league. Stu- 
dents-poHed by St at that institution believe that footbaltis—a-spert 
which can revive pride and unity on the campus. They reasoned 
that football is the ‘‘big college sport and, as such, one that should 
be built up, not knocked down.”’ 


—You Can’t Overemphasize the 


Critics of college football have yet to advance a logical reason 
why an athlete academically qualified should not receive a scholar- 
ship. For sure, the day of the super-dumb vagabond has passed. 


Colleges do not need to de-emphasize football. They need to 
emphasize education. No one has afforded any evidence that col- 
leges which don't have an athletic program turn out superior stu- 


dents. For example, the University of Chicago is no more renowned 


today as an educational center than it was in the golden era of 
Alonzo Stagg. 


If the students at Marquette want a football team, they should 
have a team. And-they angrily marched on downtown Milwaukee 
shouting that they want a team. 


On the same day that Marquette tossed in the towel, College 
of Pacific announced that it was reducing athletic scholarships, 
cutting the coaching staff and revising the schedule to eliminate 
intersectional competition. 


It was no mere coincidence that COP lost six games and a few 
thousand bucks this year. Dr. Robert E. Burns, COP president, 
cited ‘“‘rising academic standards’’ as a major cause for the cur- 
tailment program. 


American colleges should be accelerating athletic programs. 
The recent Olympics provided proof that the U.S. is losing valuable 
ground in the human race. Football is an American game annually 
endorsed by millions of Americans. It’s part of the American way 
of life, a life that people all over the world seem intent on changing.

NEW YORK (®Benny (Kid) 
Paret, a hustling, energetic little 
Cuban, makes the first defense 
of his world weltherweight boxing 
title Saturday night in a 15-round 
pick-’em fight at Madison Square 
Garden with Argentina’s Fed- 
erico Thompson. 


The first bout with the welter 
crown at stake in the storied, 
old Garden since 1951 could turn 
out to be one of the best with the 
whirlwind, inexhaustible style of 
the 23-year-old champion matched 
against the standup, selective 
punching, classic style of the 33- 
year-old Argentine. 


A crowd of about 7,000 is ex- 
pected for the nationally televised 
(ABC) bout, scheduled to begin 
soon after 10 p.m., EST. 


Paret and Thompson met 
once before, on March 25 at 
the Garden this year, in Thomp- 
son’s U.S. debut, Federico, who 
jumped among the contenders 
in the division after eight years 
of obscurity with a non-itle, 
fourth round knockout of then 
champion Don Jordan last De- 
cember, settled for a 12-round 
draw with Paret after building 
up a tidy early lead. 


The hard-hitting Thompson,

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Georgia’s First Lady Turns Ambassadress 


On Sguth American Tour With the Governor

Watching the moon come up 
to outline the Christ of the An- 
des, with a beautiful view of 
Sugarloaf Mountain for a _ bo- 
nus, Dodging cars in a 
city of three-and-a-half million 
people—but only 12 traffic 
lights eating lunch in a 
wine vat, which only the day 
before had been filled with a 
million gallons of ‘‘vino.” 


Such were the rewards of 
Mrs. Ernest Vandiver’s recent 
tour of South America. Geor- 
gia’s first lady came into her 
own as goodwill ambassadress 
when she accompanied Gov. 
Vandiver and the 27 other.U:S. 
governors, wives and officials 
through Argentina and Brazil. 
She returned with a ‘‘fuller ap- 
preciation’’ of our South Amer- 
ican neighbors. 


She also came home with a 
greater appreciation of Geor- 
gia’s good drinking water. 


“The hardest thing to get 
used to,”. reports Mrs. Vandi- 
ver, “‘was not being able to 
drink the water in Buenos Aires 
and Rio de Janerio. We were 
told it was safe to brush our

teeth with water from the tap 
in Argentina, but we couldn’t 
do even that with the running 
water in Brazil.’

“Just the day before,’’ Mrs. 
Vandiver pointed out, “the vat 
—which resembles a Georgia 
warehouse except that it has 
no windows—had been drained 
of a million gallons of wine. 
The pleasant, sweet aroma re- 
mained throughout the meal.” 


For the event, electric lights 
were strung through the con- 
crete vat, which had two open- 
ings—a door at either end. The 
huge banquet table was then 
set up for the 250 guests ex- 
pected. 


“But there were a few party- 
crashers,”’ Mrs. Vandiver  ob- 
served with a laugh. ‘‘Our hosts 
ended up serving around 400 
people.”’ 


In Mar del Plata—where 
barbecue fare featured whole 
cows, pigs and chickens—the 
visitors met a couple who had 
lived in Georgia for two years. 
The South American had been 
in this state to learn the 
chicken business, and then re- 
turned to put his knowledge to 
good use in his home country. 


“I’m sure he'll be success- 
ful,”’ Mrs. Vandiver prophesied. 
“Chicken is a real delicacy 
there, while beef is served al- 
most daily.” 


She added that few residences 
have refrigeration, so meat 
must be cooked and eaten short- 
ly aftergit is killed. 


CARVED FROM JUNGLE 


A tour highlight was the trip 
to Brazillia, where Brazil's 
capitol city is literally being 
carved out of the jungle. 


“It’s an amazing project,” 
Mrs. Vandiver declared. ‘‘See- 
ing what has already been done 
makes it hard to believe there 
was nothing there but jungle 
just three years ago. People in 
Brazilia are working constantly 
—24 hours a day, using flood- 
lights at night.”’ 


Gov. and Mrs. Vandiver said 
they had ‘‘a delicious lunch” 
in Sao Paulo, the only time 
during the trip that they ate 
in a public restaurant. 


“We had shrimp curry, 
cooked in coconut milk, then 
baked in a coconut shell,” she 


continued. ‘‘We thoroughly en- 


joyed it.” 

The Georgians brought back 
numerous mementos of their 
journey, including a_ beautiful 
*‘poncho” that was presented 
to the governor. They brought 
a South American edition of the 
story-picture book, ‘ “Circus 


‘Boy,” written in Spanish, that 


was inspired by the Saturday 
morning TV show—a favorite 


program of the Vandiver 
youngsters. A_ stuffed arma- 


dillo was added to son Chip’s 
animal collection, and the chil- 
cren are dividing shares in a 
bag of coffee beans and some 
South American money. 


Mrs. Vandiver said the’ jour- 
ney was “‘wonderful from be- 
ginning to end.” There was 
only one solemn note (a 
Thanksgiving Day service 
aboard the plane en route that 
brought pangs of homesick- 
ness), and only one disappoint- 
ment:
